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The chief Cauſes, Symptoms, and Efefts of the Scurvy, 


\ 
HIS Diſcaſe doth chiefly proceed from Melancholy . bred by di-» 
fiempers of the Stomach or Spleen which bring crude, ſtays in 
the paſſages of the Arteries and Veins, and thereby doth excite 
grievous Fermentation or Workings, from whence are ſent Vapors which 
afMiQR the heart and brain, &c. from all which is cauſed malignant and 
contagious putrefation of Melancholy 3 and thence proceed theſe Symp- 
coms, viz, Giddincſs in the head, ſudden fluſhings, heat and redneſs 
in the face and body, putretaQtion and Rinking of the mouth and gums, 
Tooth-ach, kioking breath, blackneſs and Iooſenels of the teeth, want 
. of digeſtiun, much wind, and unſavory belchings : and by thick vapors 
ariſing from the Hypocoxdria to the midriff, are occaſioned obſtructions 
of reſpiration, or ſhortneſs of Breath, and ſtraitneſs of the Breaſt, &c. The 
body is dull and heavy, and in the legs are ſpots, ſometimes red, pur- 
ple, black, or blue: There are alſo violent pains in the head, ſhoulders, 
arms, fingers, belly, thighs, knees, legs, ancles, feet and toes : Whence 
lome who have had the Pox, (though curcd) do fear the return of their 
old malady. There arc many thouſands have this Diſtempgr, that arc 
perſwaded they have the Goxt 3 becauſe ſometimes it hath the very figns 
of the Gout + which alfo is the cauſe why the Scurvy (which by miſtake 
IS. judged the Gows) is fo ſeldom cured. For thoſe Medicaments. perti. 
nent in the Go#e are not the very ſame in the Scxryy, and conſequently 
cannot cure it. Other figns of the Scurvy are bad ſleep, and frighcful 
dreams, a feveriſh heat and ſweats rowards the morning. Setnt have 
cifings on their body, as it ſlung with Bees or Waſps, &*c. others have 
dolors in their fides, imitating thoſe of the Splcen. And in ſhort, it doth 
appear to a judicious eye, with and in the ſhape of moſt Diſcaſcs ; as 
hath been ſufficiently apparent, not onely to my felf, but alſo to ſeveral o- 
ther experienced Phylitians., who have traced*this Diſeaſe, and made 
exaQ&_inſpeRion into its variable dreffes, for many years together. 
And it is alſo obſerved, that it is propagated and ſpread abroad in theſe 
parts ofthe wortd, more than any other Diſtemper whatſoever, and by 
1t5 ſundry ſhapes hath ſeduced many in their judgment ot-the Diſcaſe. For

temper of Jong. continuance, who have not jovned with it a Scorbutick 
raintz which unleſs it be conſidered, and ſome powerlul Axtiſcorbutick 
Mecdicaments given, the Patient is very, argl! ifever cured.

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Now the concluſion of all (- if. the Scurvy be not timely remedicd,and 
that it grow predominant ) is fometimes Swoonings, Ap:plexies, Dropfſtes, 
great deeay of the body, Conſimptions , and very often Death it telt. 

Note, That in ſome the Scurvy is her:ditaryz and that there are ſome 
few cauſes thereof, befides thoſe here {ct down : but theſe being uſually the 
chief, the otherarc omitted. | 


The C auſes, Signs, and Effefs of the Virgin or Maiden Diſcaſe, called 
the Green-lickneſs. 


HE main cauſe of this Diſeaſe is from obſtructions or ftoppage 3 

and the cauſe of ſuch obfiruQtions, &c. arc evil, thick and clammy 
humors, which choak and flop the paſſage in the Veſlcls, and (poil the 
making and paſſage of the Blood, &c. and theſe proceed from bad Diet ; 
as cating of raw wheat, oatmeal, much (alt, aſhes, clay, chalk, &c. drink- 
ing of much vinegar, or much cold water 3 from too much or too little 
ſleep, cating much raw fruit, ſitting too long at Sewing work, Melancholy, 
violent Exerciſc, great heats or Colds, &c. 

The figns of this diſeaſe, are a pale and greeniſh colour in the face, the 
face, and eyc-lids fawelled,cſpecially aftes ſleep 3 the heart beats and tainteth 
the Stomach ſwelPd or pained 3 they loath meat, have a tickling Cough, 
and their breath ſhort ; they ſometimes vomit 3 they have thirtt,head-ach, 
and are often Melancholy ; they are {weld about their ancles and feet, 
and care not much to fiir, efpecially up ſtairs or an Hill. 

The continuance of this Diſeaſe brings long Feavers, Barrenneſs, great 
watery Swellings, and the Dropſie : Some have a Schirrus or Tumoy 
and waſting in their Liver z others by oppreſſion of the heart dic ſuddenly 3 


and many fall into Conſumptions, which end in the Grave. 


Note, That great caution ought to be uſed in bleeding any Maid in the 
arm, before ſhe have had her monthly Viſits; but if an urgent occafion 
call for Blood-letting, then rather breathe a Veinin the Ancle. By fol- 
lowing this advice, you fhall moſi centainly preverit the death of ſome, 
and many Diſeaſes in others 3 but more eſpecially that moſt dreadful Diſ- 
caſe of Barrennels. 

And againſt this very Diſeaſe, viz. the Green: fickneſi 3 and alſo to 
procure the monthly Viſits in ſuch women in whom chey are wanting, 
there axe but few Medicines comparable to theſe PILLS, as has beeu 
often proved, when no other means or Medicines could prevail.

In thor?, *ctis the opinion of our Age, grounded upon experimental proots, 
that Worms and their cftas, have conducted more people to their graves, 
than-any one dilicmpcr whattoever. And theretore you that fuſpe&t 
them in your ſolves, make much of theſe PILLS, as a choice remedy to
